NAVAL OFFICERS. 


A dearth of sailors for manning our 


fleet .might naturally arise from a var- 
iety of causes in times of peace. Sail- 
ors are made and noj born, although 
here, as in all other professions and 
callings, some men are more adapted 
ana take kindlier to life on the ocean 
wave than others. But as a. rule, giv- 
en a certain number of young men or 
boys of the official physical standard 
and in the course of time and with the 
requisite- disciplinary training they 
can in a surprisingly short training 
be transformed out of uncouth lands- 
men into smart and technically ex- 
perienced seamen. We cannot, how- 
ever, In this fashion mould officers for 
our navy, u-pon whose practical exper- 
ience and scientific ability the readi- 
ness of our navy in peace and 
its 


success in war depends. It is not in 
any way to .the credit of the country 
that our fleet, making due allowance 
for the drafting of graduated cadets 
from Annapolis, is six hundred short 
according to Secretary Moody, of the 
complement Immediately demanded 
x>r the ships in commission and those 
about to be launched not to speak of 
those which are projected. There is 
here no question about increasing the 
navy; it is one of supplying officers 
n sufficient numbers to command the 
ships we have already afloat, or those 
we shall shortly see in active ser- 
vice. 


It is not the fault of the navy de- 


partment that this scandalous state 
of affairs is permitted to exist. Our 
system of recruiting officers for the 
navy is not objectionable under the 
existing system so far as it fulfills 
efficiently the purpose for which it 
was instituted. But since nominations 
by congressmen have proved inade- 
quate to exigencies of the 
service 


reater latitude and with it respon- 


sibility must be placed in the navy de- 
partment to obtain the increase in the 
number of officers which will secure 


normal limit to the tension of du- 


ties. 


Complaint is made that only six 


commissions can be conferred annual- 
y among enlisted men, and the case 
of Gunner Morgan is adduced as an 
nstance of supercilious exclusive- 
ness. Now, Morgan's is a. 
case in 


joint and the merit of promoting en- 
isted men from the deck to the quar- 
er deck can be argued from his dis- 
appointed ambition in a practical and 
dispassionate way. Morgan -was a gun- 
ner. A gunner is neither a sailor, nor 
a navigator; he is simply and exclu- 
sively an artificer. In his own time 


is unquestionably an excellent man 


and worthy oE the dignity to which 
he aspired. But while the late Ad- 
miral Sampson laid more than neces- 
sary stress upon the fact that an offi- 
cer in the American navy should pos- 
sess the social 
qualifications 
found 


among officers of foreign nations, wo 
;an well believe that he did so in a nar- 
row sense of cases, A ship at 
sea 


and especially a battleship, is a very 
autocratic monarchy. It is 
essential 


that it should, be so. The real drift 
of Sampson's Objection to Morgan and 
men of his stamp was that it is of tho 
highest importance that a naval offi 
cer, should bo trained from boyhood 
,o 'manhood for the position which he 
is to occupy. 


A batleship is 
a 
complicated 


Tiachine which demands in the men 
who command it a nautical, a scientific 
and a military education which can- 
not be acquired ia the forecastle or 
the gunner's room. If it is practica- 
ile to fill vacancies in the wardroom 
iy drafts in the forecastle, Annapolis 
s an expensive superfluity. But no 
advocate of promotion from the folks' 
hole goes as far as this. To be logical 
>r even rational, they should. An hos- 
lital orderly may bfe a very intelli- 
gent man in his line, but 
the most 


rabid democratic partisan would hard- 
y undergo as a matter of principal a 
surgical operation, involving life or 
leath, at hi3 hands.

congres- 


sional nominations both to West Point

supplemented

Competitive examinations without this 
Condition, and the material for sup- 
plying tho navy with all the officers 
it requires is unlimitexl.

MOURNING STYLES.

Asbeville, N. C.. Oct 13.—The Inter- 


est and ourhusiasm manifested at the 
recent meeting of the Appalachian Na- 
tional Pai-k as»aciatioa held at this 
place Indicate that ivnewed and stron- 
ger effort than ever will be made to se- 
cure tlie passage by tee house of rep- 
resentatives of the Appalachian park 
bill, which passed the senate just be 
fore the close of the last session of 
congress. This bill, it will be remem- 
bered, provides for the appropriation 
of $30,000,000 for the purchase of 
4,000,000 acres of land for a national 
forest reserve. The lands which the 
promoters of the measure hope to ac- 
quire are located In Virginia, North 
Carolina. South Carolina, Georgia, Al- 
abama, Kentucky and Tennessee In the 
southern Appalachian mountains. 


The region embraces the roost superb 


broad leaf forest in the United States, 
•which, unless measures are taken to 
protect it, will in a few years be swept 
away to the great damage of agricul-

ture and other'industries over a large 
section of the south. The proposed park 
might be compared to the spout of a 
great watering pot, inasmuch as out of 
it flow streams that water every state 
from Ohio to the gulf of Mexico and 
from the Atlantic ocean to tho Missis- 
sippi. All of its rivers are important 
and valuable for water power and nav- 
igation or else are tributary to streams 
that possess <nich tisefTil'ie^s, To the 
east, to tho south, to il.o v. i-st, they 
pour their augmenting floods out of tlie 
mountains. 


Look at a map, and you will see, for 


illustration, the Ohio, the Cumberland 
and the Tennessee flowing westward, 
while toward the south and wist the 
Alabama, the Savannah and the Ko;i- 
noke pursue their vigorous courses. 
Other rivers whose tributaries have 
their start in thcs« niountn.n forest^ 
are the .Tames, the Cr.tawba. the Ka- 
nawha, tho French Kroad, tho Coosa. 
the Yndkin, the Bro.nl, the- ll;wassec, 
the Xolichucky, the Piircou. tlie TusUa 
segcc, the Watauch and tho Ilolston. 


It is a beautltal country and access; 


ble almost throughout the \cnr. and 
can be made attractive to grc.it num- 
bers of recreation seekers ir<t ouli by 
reason of the hunting and iis'iing. but 
on account of tlia delights it affords to 
nature lovers". 


Some of the gorges are magnificent 


beyond description. Far down at tho 
bottom will be a series ol' very high 
cascades, with rapids between, and 
above those downpouring masses of 
water will bo a mmvelous display of 
rhododendrons, ax.ulcas and Ualniirs, 
the profusely fio\\ eruig plants actually 
meeting over the face of tho locks, 
with tho waterfall behind. 


There nru wild gardens of fragrant

AYliiMi nfter 
a liiborlous climb jou have reached the 
summit of (in- of the lofty lulls, you 
will sometimes come out upon a great 
bald top, from winch you will have a 
superb view of uninterrupted wood- 
land, nothing but tiees lor miles In 
overy direction, with not u Miiglo clear- 
ing.it is a ,-pritnble sylvan paradise. But 
you must look out for fogs lest when 
tho- mist spreads its gray blanket over 
mountain and forest you discover that 
you are lost in tho \\ lldenioss. 


In parts of tho region there are many 


black bears, so many indeed that Ihoy 
are more common thiin the door, though 
the latlor are fairly plentiful. There 
tiro great nuuihrr* of wild turkeys and 
eriiiugh partridges— 1 speak of tho bird 
more definitely called the ruffed grouse 
—to satisfy the demands of tho most 
enthusiastic sportsman.

The skirt is 
cut in the prevailing shape and has a 
deep trimming of heavy courtauld 
crape set on in one facing, and over 
this Is a series of narrow spikes with 
pointed tops like a picket fence. There 
are wider points cut In the facing, nnd 
all are carried up in the back and made 
lower in front to simulate a shaped 
flounce. The skirt is of eudora cloth, 
the mourning material most in vogue. 
The waist has a simulated bolero made 
of the crape set on in the same general 
way.

SHOT BY UNKNOWN HUNTER. 


ne Man Killed And Another Wound- 


ed In Vermont Woods. 


Bellows Falls, Vt., Oct. 20.—One 


man is dead and another is suffering 
rom wounds at Xorth Walpole, caused 
y a shot from a rifle flred by an un- 
nown hunter near the base of Mt. 
Cilburn, yesterday afternoon. 


The dead man is Fred McKalune of 


West Plattsburg. N. 
Y., and the 


ounded one is E. O. Young. 
McKalune was about 30 years old.

McKalune and Young had been up

Flying shot at the same 
ime struck Young on the fingers and 
n the leg, besides grazing his fore- 
head. 


Young was able to make his way to 


a house and give the alarm and Mc- 
Calune's body was carried to North 
Walpole. 


Just before the shot was heard a 


man had been seen down the moun- 
ain side, but he disappeared and it 
s thought he must have fired at game, 
not expecting that his charge would 
hit human beings. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 20. — After a

Convention Opened. 


Wilkes'barre, Pa., Oct. 20. — About 


seven hundred delegates of the United 
Mine Workers ot America from the 
hard coal district of Pensuylvania met 
in Nesbit theatre today to act on the 
proposal to settle the long srike by 
arbitration. 


The convenion was called by Presi- 


dent Mitchell under the rules of the 
union to vote on the plan which he 
laid before it, and later explained tully 
in a lengthy address. 


Previous1 to the asemblmg of the 


convention thero were busy scenes 
at strike headquarters in the Hart ho- 
tel, from where the miners' battle had 
been directed since the strike 
was 


called 162 days ago. 


Before eight o'clock the 
miners' 


delegates, the majority of them having 
arrived on the early morning trains, 
began to gather there. 


President Mitchell was the center 


of interest and until lie left 
for the 


convention hall was almost surrounded 
oy his lieutenants and others. 


The final details for the 
meeting 


were arranged in his office this morn- 
ing. 


The delegates were in the best of 


humor as they loitered about the hotel 
lobby. 


The feeling of the men was evi- 


denced in a brief conversation over- 
heard when delegates from 
distant 


points met. 


"Well, what do you think of the 


situation now?" 


"Oh we are here to finish it and 1 


guess we will." 


Every delegate whose opinion was 


sought felt that the convention would 
do whatever their national leader ad- 
vised. 


There was a general •cheerfulness in 


the faces of the men which was re 
fleeted in the demeanor of the citizens 
of this prosperous city, in and near 
which 50,000 of the strikers live, and 
oven the fino, clear weather seemed to 
suggest peace and arbitration. 


Among the late arrivals at the con 


vent ion was National Secretary \V. B 
Wilson, selected to be the secretarj 
of the convention with the secretaries 
of the throe districts as his assistants 


He was of the opinion that the con- 


vention would end tomorrow and that 
tho men will return to work on Thurs 
day.

A despatch from Philadelphia, dated 


on Sunday, quoted President Baer as 
saying that "Just as soon as the min- 
ers get to work we will put coal on 
the market, and. in good supply, too," 
and said that well posted persons in 
that city predicted that the prevailing 
price for anthracite here would be cut 
to |7 a ton at retail within ten days. 
The Lynn coal dealers have dropped 
their price from |15 to |10 a ton; and 
the price at Nashua is reported to be 
$9 a ton, although the latter city has 
to get Ite entire supply by rail. There 
is no talk anywhere of 'higher prices; 
and as the unine operators have not in- 
creased rates to the dealers since the 
strike began, it is apparent that the 
soaring prices that have prevailed 
have in many instances been due quite 
as much to the desire of the dealers 
who had coal on hand when the shut- 
down came, to make a good thing out 
of the situation, as to any real need. 
The drop must come, and very soon, 
everywhere, with the first arrival of 
coal, if not be-fore. And then, if the 
price does not go down at once to a 
reasonable figure, it will not be long 
in doing so; there will be no such 
frantic scramble for coal as to enable 
the dealers to keep it up anywhere 
near its present altitude, if they 
ehoald attempt it. A drop of a dollar 
or two on a ton will not induce peo- 
ple to nil their coal bins; on the con- 
trary, as an earnest of better condi- 
tions coming, it will be an inducement 
to most people to get along with as 
little as possible until the price is 
lower still. Hundreds of household- 
ers have learned, during the last five 
mouths, that they can get about as 
much out of a haif-ton of coal as they 
used to got out of a ton, in many 
ways; and although this may not ap- 
ply to heat, the habits of economy that 
have been contracted of necessity will 
have a sensible effect on the total 
amount of coal consumed in the fu- 
ture. Half-ton orders will be the rule, 
even after coal comimenccs to arrive In 
quantity to enable the dealers to fill 
ten-ton orders just as easily, until it 
has become erident that the price has 
got down as low as it is likely to get 
before spring; and this the dealers 
will soon realize if they do not real 
ize it now—as probably they do, bet- 
ter than anybody else.

For example, the sta- 
tions in the Washington navy yard 
and that In Annapolis are now nttmmd 
to each other. To interrupt their sig- 
nals any other station must lirst dis- 
cover exactly the relationship between 
the two operating instruments and 
then key its own instrument to exactly 
the same pitch. This is thought to bo a 
practical impossibility. It may be, say 
the otficials of the navy yard, that n 
third instrument might interrupt with 
occasional letters, a single ''w" or "x" 
or some similar signal, but it could 
hardly comprehend the message or se- 
riously interrupt Ite transmission.
